Proposed Publication of Accession Lists by FUB 


1. Puxvsuant to memorandum fram the Exeoutive Director to the Special 
Assistant to the Seoretary of State for Research and Intelligence, dated 
22 June, subjects “Cataloging Russian Publications of the Library of 
Congress", FOB is ourrently screening the Library of Congress backlog of 
Russian-language acquisitions in order to prepare a selected listing of 
itema of intelligence interest, 


2. In consideration of (a) the nature of this operation, (b) the 
inereas musber of Rusaian books and monographs now being received by 
FDB, oxi (0) the existence of books in other repositories similar to those 
in the Library of Congress, it has been deemed appropriate that ea comnon 
mediua of dissemination be sought to provide the CIA and IAC with this 
informations 


3. FOB, therefore, proposes that an Accession List publication for 
foreign language books of intelligence interest be published in mineso~ 
graphed form, with conventional CIA, FDB cover, flyleaf, explanatory note, 
table of contents, and subject matter (See mnol 1). 


&e Each publication would be numbered and bear the date of 
publication, type of accession list, on the cover and flyleaf. 


De Classification would be "Confidential" or "Restricted" 
as required by sub ject matter, 


Ge The Accession Lists would be published under two main 
heads=Scientific and General, 


de The custodial agensy for itema listed would be indicated, 
end sn explanatory note would direot how material may be requisi- 
tioned, No invitation for requests for translations would be 
offered, 


@e Soientific Acceseion Lista would include all scientifie 
and teohnisal books and monographs of intelligence value, and 
such books and monographs would be listed under appropriate 
general categories whieh would be indexed in the table of contents, 


f. General Acoession Liste would include all books and mené- 
graphs of intelligence value other than scientific and teohuical, 
General books and monographs would be listed wer geographical 
area categories, and such geographical areas covered in a parti~ 
cules accession list would be indexed in the table of contests. 
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Ge A publication would comprise about 200 items. Where or 
when possible, 200 “general” books and monographs from ene geo- 
eraphieal area would be published as one accession list. 


4, This plan for publication was arrived at by FDB after consid~ 
eration of the use of such material eas indicated by recent survey and 
experienes and the potential use of the material in hands aleo after eon= 
sideration of atyles of presentation end mediums of reprodustion,
